For we cannot 
reaſonably attacque ſome Place upon the Rhixe, if there be 
no Placeupon it proper to attacque, We muſt therefore of 
neceſſity. employ qur ſelves on this ſide the River : that is, 
on the Weſt or French ſide. And then the ſecond Remedy 
may ſtand us in ſome, ſtead, which I am now to propoſe. 
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THESECOND REMEDY Aghinſtthe Evil before men- 
tioned, thats, againſt the licurſiohs of the Frevch, is this ; 
That we fhonld have two Armies, one 'to Obferve and Con-

_ If ir may comteniently .be done ,.we-ſhould, be-at ſome 
Colt and Labour in Bombarding Strasbarg. I am loth to 
advice the Ruine of fo famous a City. But they have 
- brought it upon themſelves, by their baſe ſubmiſſion to the 
French. Were this Ciry ſoundly bombarded and deſtroyed, 
'ris verily. thought the Frexch would quit it. They would 
not be willing to'ſpare ſo many Men, in a time when they 
arelike ſo much to want them, to keep a heap of Rubbiſh. 
"Their Garriſon there is twelve or fifteen thouſand Men. and. 
there is. the Governour, of the City, the  Governour of the 
"Citadel, the Governour of the Fort of Xze/, and the Govern- 
'Gurs of three or four other Forts. All which Forts would 
. look very ſimply, if the City in the midſt of them were 
deſtroyed. Wherefore as the French King faid ſome years 
ſince, that he muſt have Strasburg ; ſo We may ſay now, 
_ *that we muſt deſtroy it.. _ | | Sa 
* Bur as it hath been ſaid before , we muſt not ſpend to 
-much time in theſe Matters. For the principal work of our 
Beſieging Army is to March direaly for Lorraiy, Apd if 
the French March after: them, our Obſerving Army will 
-Cloſely follow, the French.. . Upon the very Edge of Lorrain 
towards Alſatia,, . we ſhall. find Phalsburg ; and Sartare a 
lictle further. about ten miles from each other, and P 
burg about thirty miles from the Rhine. They are ordi- 
nary French Garriſons, and ſuch as I deſire we ſhould deal 
with. For as Tully wiſhes that the Readers of ſome of his 
Books, ſhould nor. be learned, nor yet downright unlearned : 
So I wiſh that the Places we. atracque, may be neither yery 
| ſtrong nor very weak. If they are very ſtrong, they are 
hard to begotten; and if they are very weak, they are 
_ eaſily loſt. . The midling ſort, as long as we are Maſters of 
- the Field, arc as good as the beſt. Bur if there ſhouid be 
.none of this: midling ſort, we ſhould be better employed

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for our turm; are: ſtrong Places weakly :mann'd,. or other. 
wiſe. ill, provided.; Such Places-we ſhall meet with if 'we 
March. into the Country: far they cannot then. fully. pro- 
vide for all their ſtrong Places: | 

As matters ſthnd , it is our Buſineſs to ruſh into the 
Country , and ſcatter the War. Which would pur the 
French upon ſuch a guard , as would quite drink up their 
Field Army. I conteſs'this would: take up a great . many 
Men on, our fide likewife. But Germany would ſupply us 
plentifully-wich.them- , if we could but-find means to main- . 
tain them... Alſo we may rely upon it ,, that the Country 
would come in; if they ſaw a Man amongſt chem, that wenr 
abour his buſineſs like a Workman. _ Prince Lewis of Bade, 
if he be the © mmander, knows well how to manage this 
Game. Heis a General that dares March into the Enemies 
Country Such another Run as he had abour Nzfa, when he 
had nor halt the Numbers he will have now, would (at 
this Junture) break the French Tyranny to picces.. 

If we did nothing elſe but ſecure" a paſſage over the- 
Rhine, and take ſome Place in Lorrain, it would be a good 

rogreſs : and it would make the French extremely un- 
ealy. Bur this is bur a ſtep to further Advantages. Two 
more ſuch ſteps would bring us to the Moſe/le, and another 
ſtep would carry us into France. Tho Alſace and Lorraimn. 
may alſo now be accounted France, being in a ſettled Sub.. 
jettion to the French. | ( 

To conclude ; If we have a Bridge upon the Rhixe near- 
Strasburg, we cannot .well miſcarry : but if we- have it nor, 
I doubt we ſhall be as baſely baffled, as-hitherto we have. 
been. Or perhaps we may have one of the Duke of 
Lorrains tortunate Campagnes : that is, With: a mighty.
